Goldberg, former labor secre­ 
tary in the Kennedy adminis­ 
tration and longtime AFL-CIO, 
pledged himself to work unstint­ 
ingly for peace in his new job 
which has cabinet status. 


The move also opens the way 
for Johnson to make his first 
Supreme 
Court 
Appointment. 
There ‘was no immediate spec­ 
ulation on Goldberg’s possible 
successor to the court.

The fourth and final sem ester 
will include a sem inar in com ­ 
puting, a laboratory in advanced 
com puter concepts and a course 
in operations research. 
Shift In Em phasis 
In the final sem ester there is 
a shift in em phasis to a more 


individualized form of instruc­ 
tion. 
Students will receive in­ 
creased 
individual 
and 
group 
assignm ents which will supple­ 
ment classroon instruction. 
Studying the procedures used 
in the analysis and design of 
system s, program m ing advanc­ 
ed problem s and carrying out a 
m ajor field project are included 
in the last sem ester. 
In addition to being a Bucks 
County resident, a high school 
graduate and having taken col­ 
lege entrance examinations, a 
com puter technology applicant is 
required to take a program m er 
aptitude test. 
Tuition is $162.50 per sem ester, 
with an additional $22 in fees.
